OnirOB A STAKB WIMMEB. 

The Harlem attractions for Labor Day were 
of a high order the program of se>en races 
drawing out a crowd that nnmbered almost 
twelve thousand persons, some estimates mak- 
ing it greater. The day was an ideal racing one 
and the speedway was lightning fast, good time 
being made in all the races. The star event of 
the day was the Prairie State Stakes, a dash of 
one and one>eighth miles for three-year-olds 
and upward with $1,000 added. The adjusting 
of the weights made the guessing of the winner 
a very difficult matter, although the talent hit 
upon Malay as having the best chances 
as has been the rule lately in 
stake races the winner turned up in 
an outsider. Odnor going to the front at 
flag dip and remaining there despite the brave 
effort of Strangest, another outsider, in the last 
fifty yards. To a splendid start Odnor at once 
assumed command, leading at the quarter by a 
length with the others close op, although Malay 
was bsdly pocketed at this early stage of pro- 
ceedings against the inside rail. Down the 
back stretch Odnor increased his advantage to 
two lengths while there was little or no change 
in the positions of the others. The field 
closed gradually on the leader however, 
BO that by the time he had straightened 
for heme be was only one length in the lead 
of Leo Newell on which Star Chamber was 
lapped. Malay swung wide when turning for 
home, as did also Strangest, and the two moved 
up fast when nearing the last eighth. The 
quintet were in a merry cluster just after pass- 
ing beyond the last eighth post and it appeared 
like an 3 body’s race, but Odnor still bad a slight 
advantage and, under a determined ride, he 
held it to the end, standing off Strangest’s bold 
bid in the closing strides and beating him to 
the wire by a head, while Strangest finished a 
length in front of Star Chamber for second 
place. Star Chamber, on the inside rail, seemed 
to have a good chance when a furlong out, but 
he tired badly in the last fifty yards. Leo 
Newell bed enough after a mile had been run; 
Malay was hemmed in between Strangest and 
Leo Newell in the last eighth, preventing Sulli- 
van from using his whip, but it hardly made 
any difference in the result. The finish was an 
intensely exciting one and was met with en- 
thusis Stic cheers from the serried mass of peo- 
ple in the grand stand. 

All scratched out of the September steeple- 
chase but Donation and Flaccus. The race 
was a fairly interesting affair up to the last 
jump, where Flaccus went down. Lloyd, his 
rider, held on to him long enough to prevent 
his running sway; then remounted and rode 
him cut for second money. 

Miss Bennett, favored, with a running start, 
fairly smothered her field with speed in the 
sixth race, a dash of six furlongs, and made 
every post a winning one. She wen easily by a | 
length from Henry of Trastamare, be beating 
Gonfalcn two for secoed place. Hsniy of Tras- 
tamare closed up strongly in the last eighth, 
but had no chance to beat the winner. Gonfal- 
on made np much ground in the last half, but 
tired in the last sixteenth. Lady Aintree 
showed early speed. 

The day’s opener, a dash of six furlongs, was 
taken in a canter by Master Mariner, which got 
off in front and stayed there to the end, winning 
by three lengths. Banco finiibed second a 
length in front of Alee. The last nemed ran a 
surprisingly good race. King Dellis finished 
strongly in the lest eighth and would have 
been third in another stride. Goal Runner was 
never a factor at any part of the dash. Andes 
ran as if short and the race should do him 
good. Crinkle showed quite a turn of speed, 
for a half mile. , 



Pat Dunne’s recent purchase Hargis took the 
two-year-old race, a scramble of five furlongs 
by the closest of margiua. Jack Battlin led by 
a good margin up to the final eighth where he 
began to sprawl, in here Hargis and Pronta 
came up fast and in a spirited tilt the former 
gained the verdict by a bead, while Pronta beat 
Jack Battlin a neck for second place. I. Bam- 
elson was fourth three and cne half lengths 
back and ran far below expectations. Evening 
Star showed well for four and a half furlongs 
and then fell away beaten and she probably 
shows to best advantage in soft going. Ishtar 
was never a sharp contender at any part of the 
race. 

Federal showed himself to be a horse of fair 
class by taking Bobert Waddell into camp in the 
fifth race, a dash of one mile. The Pride, lux- 
uriant of speed, showed the way up to the last 
eighth where he tired, giving way to Federal. 
The latter finished resolutely and was able to 
stall off the Derby winner’s bold bid in the clos- 
ing strides, winning by a neck, while Bobert 
Waddell beat The Pride two lengths for second 
place. Bobert Waddell ran in improved form 
over his showing in the Northern Stakes and 
the race yesterday has probably put him on 
keen edge. He should be a hard horse to beat 
from now on. Vulcain showed prominently for 
a quarter only and then gradually fell away. 
He has probably trained off. 

Espionage has been schooled to the barrier so 
thorou ghly of late that she was able to break 
with her field yesterday in the last race, a dash 
of one mile and one hundred yards. Starter 
Dick Dwyer unfortunately gave her a running 
start of two lengths when he sent the field away 
and she easily remained in front to the end, 
winning by a length and a half from Searcher, 
he beating Synia six for second place. Searcher 
ran a good race, but was unable to overcome 
the big advantage gained by the winner at the 
start. Gawaine’s race was not up to his best 
form and should be thrown out in future calcu- 
lations, The same m ay be said of Flying Tor- 
pedo, who ran even a much worse race than 
Gawaine. The race was run three-fifths of a 
second faster than the previous track record 
for the distance. 

THE DELMAB SUIT. 

The application of the Attorney General of 
Missouri for an injunction to restrain racing at 
the Delmar track will be decided today. The 
case is one fraught with much interest to 
all turfmen. Of the proceedings before Judge 
Zacbritz Friday, Saturday’s Bepublic said : 

'’The Delmar race track will not be closed be- 
fore next Tuesday, if at all. Judge Zachritz 
yesterday continued until that time the injunc- 
tion proceedings brought by Attorney General 
Crow to have bookmaking and poolselling re- 
strained at the track. Be announced that he 
will give his decision Tuesday. 

"The Delmar Jockey Club and the other de- 
fendants filed a demurrer yesterday, and the 
matter was argued by the attorneys on both 
sides. Attorneys Harvey, Bo we and Attorney 
General Crow spoke in opposition to the de- 
murrer, and Attorney John H. Overall and At- 
torney H. S. Priest for the jockey club and race 
track men. 

"Thel demurrer recites: 

" That the court has no jurisdiction of the 
defendants or of the subject matter of the ac- 
tion, it not appearing from the petition that 
the offenses complained of occurred or will 
occur within the city of St. Louis. 

" T hat the plaintiff has not legal capacity to 
sue. 

" That there is a defect of parties plaintiff.

**Mr. Overall spoke in favor of khe demnrrer. 
Ha was answered by Akkorney Harvey, followed 
by Mr. Bowe, and khen khe Akkomay-Oenaral 
apoke. 

**Tbe poink of khe arguments was based on 
kbe allegakion khak tha licenses under which 
kbe bookmakers are operating were nok prop- 
erly issued. The Akkorney-Ganeral claimed khe 
lioanses under which khe bookmakers ara oper- 
ating were surreptitiously obtained and that 
rendered them void. He also claimed that the 
public good demand that khe licenses ba sup- 
pressed. He cited several decisions in support 
of his position. 

^*Mr. Priest made kha closing argument. He 
said he had tried and failed to find consistency 
m the arguments which had been advanced. 
He referred to khe damage that would be done 
to the defendants if a temporary injunction was 
granted, and khak it should result khak they 
were in khe right. The time would have passed, 
he said, when tha licenses could be used and 
the defendants would ba out their money. The 
law, be said, does not contei^plaka the granting 
of a temporary injnnckion in a case where khe 
damage don« would be irreparable in kha event 
that khe person enjoined was in khe right. 

**Ha said khe defendants had paid about $4,000 
as fees for khe licenses. 

*^He was interrupted by Akkorney Rowa, who 
said the pekikion denied that kha money was 
paid into khe Treasnry of khe Stake. 

**Mr. Priest said the allegakion of khe pekikion 
was a conclusion. The money had been paid, 
he said, and it wonld require a special act of 
the Legislature ko refund tha money ko khe da- 
fandants. 

“He said the licensee could not be revoked 
unless a tender of tha money was made and tha 
money paid into court, and that the Skate Audi- 
tor cannot do. 

“Mr. Rowa again interrupted him, and said 
that an offer to return kha money had been 

made. 

“ Mr. Priest said the fact the Stake Auditor 
made khe offer did not make any difference, 
because he could nok return kha money. The 
Skate Treasurer, he said, is tha only person who 
can return the money. 

“ Behind all that, he said, there is a motive, 
which dare nok be revealed in kbe record. The 
Court, he said, hears it in khe air. 

“ Ha said the State Auditor exercised hie 
authority when be signed blank licensee and 
gave them ko his agent or deputy, and he can- 
not go behind that. 

“He said khe allegation that kbe licansas ware 
frandulenkly obtained was insufficient, because 
it did not stake wherein khe alleged fraud ex- 
isted. If kha licenses are void, ba said, those 
using them can be tried under tha braadars* 
bill, and fined. 

“Judge Zachrikz told khe attorneys ko famish 
him with a list of the decisions to which they i 
had referred, and that be would lay the matter 
over until 10 a. m. next Tuesday.*’
